Source Says Mideast 
Compromise Okayed

The Israeli state radio said Israel has ac- 


cepted a five-point plan worked out through the 
United States for a settlement with Egypt. 


The radio quoted government sources in 


describing the plan, reached in talks between 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger and his 
aides in sessions in Egypt and Israel. It said the 
points were: 


—A prisoner of war exchange "as soon as 


possible." 


—A supply corridor for the encircled 


Egyptian 3rd Army that would be U.N.- 
supervised and run through Israeli lines. But it 
would include no weapons, and in no v/ay be 
controlled by Egypt. 


—Removal of the Egyptian blockade of the 


Bab-el-Mandeb Strait, Israel's vital outlet to 
the Indian Ocean. 


—Negotiations between Israeli and Egyptian 


military commanders to arrange a more 
convenient cease-fire line for the two sides. 


—Direct peace negotiations between Israel 


and Egypt, once the first four points are ful- 
filled. 


Kissinger flew to Jordan and Saudi Arabia 


after spending a day in talks with President 
Anwar Sadat in Cairo. Kissinger's assistant in 
charge of Middle East affairs, Joseph J. Sisco, 
emerged from talks with Premier Golda Meir 
in Jerusalem and told newsmen: "I feel opti- 
mistic." He had gone to Israel unexpectedly 
from the Cairo sessions Wednesday, ap- 
parently bringing with him details of the 
Kissinger-Sadat meetings. 


One Israeli source close to Mrs. Meir said 


while Sisco was meeting with the Israeli lead- 
ers : "The talks are not going badly for Israel." 


Earlier, another authoritative Israeli source 


indicated that Israel had accepted a com- 
promise proposal worked out between 
Kissinger and the Egyptians. 


The source gave no details, but the plan 


appeared to focus on how to continue supplying 
food and water to the Egyptian 3rd Army, 
encircled by the Israelis in the Sinai Desert. 


In the background of these reported 


movements toward peace, however, were 
charges Wednesday from Israel that Egypt 
was preparing a new attack along the Suez 
Canal. The Egyptians said the situation on the 
canal front was "tense and explosive" and that 
their army was in position to crush the Israelis. 


Kissinger's peace-seeking tour continued 


with a quick visit to King Hussein of Jordan in 
Amman and then a trip to Saudi Arabia, the big 
oil producer in the Middle East, for conferences 
with King Faisal in Riyadh. 


Sisco met in Israel not only with Mrs. Meir 


but also with Deputy Premier Yigal Allon and 
Defense Minister Moshe Dayan. An Israeli 
communique said the discussions took place 
"in a good and constructive atmosphere." 


One highly placed Israeli source said Mrs. 


Meir was ready to accept a proposal for the 
delivery of supplies to the encircled Egyptian 
3rd Army without the withdrawal of Israeli 
troops that Egypt has been demanding. 


Under the proposal, worked out between 


Kissinger and Sadat, Egypt's demand that the 
Israelis free the 3rd Army by returning to 
positions held at the first U.N. cease-fire on 
Oct. 22 would be considered later, the Israeli 
informant said. 


Mrs. Meir called a special Cabinet meeting 


apparently to consider the results of the Kis- 
singer-Sadat meetings. 


There were no immediate reports of any 


headway in regard to the Syrian front where Is- 
raeli forces hold a corridor running from the 
old cease-fire line along the Golan Heights to a 
point about 20 miles from Damascus, Syria's 
capital. 
Nixon Appealing 
For Energy Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Nixon has 


asked Congress to give him emergency power 
to ration gasoline and oil, cut working hours, 
reduce highway speed limits, put the nation on 
year-round Daylight Saving Time and suspend 
antipollution programs. 


Congressional spokesmen predicted Nixon 


would get the powers quickly. The President 
said Wednesday he wants them by mid- 
December. 


In a nationwide broadcast outlining his 


energy proposals, Nixon set 1980 as a target 
date for the United States to achieve energy 
self-sufficiency. He called for research and 
development programs rivaling the all-out 
efforts that developed the atomic bomb and put 
American astronauts on the moon. 


The President also departed from his text to 


say he had "no intention of walking away" 
from his office despite some demands that he 
resign. 


With petroleum heading for 10 to 17 per cent 


shortages because of Arab oil cutoffs, Nixon 
warned that the nation faces "the most acute 
shortages of energy since World War II." 


Consumers of home heating oil must get 


through the winter with only 85 per cent of the 
fuel they used last year, Nixon said. 


Airline flights will be reduced 10 per cent 


through federal allocation of jet fuel, Nixon 
added. 


He said a "contingency plan" for gasoline 


rationing was in preparation, but energy ad- 
viser John A. Love and an official fact sheet 
both said plans were being readied for the 
rationing of gasoline and heating oil. 


Love said a decision on rationing must be 


made by December or January. 


Gov. Robert B. Docking of Kansas, briefed 


with other governors by the President, said, "I 
wouldn't be surprised to see rationing after the 
first of the year." 


Nixon said power plants now burning coal 


will be barred from switching to shortage- 
stricken oil or gas. Love said this regulation 
will be issued in about 10 days. 


Nixon also asked for legislation allowing him 


to order power plants to switch from petroleum 
back to coal if they can do it. 


Home heating oil, jet fuel, diesel fuel, 


kerosene and propane gas already are under 
mandatory federal allocation controlling their 
distribution at the wholesale level. 


Love said mandatory allocation would be 


extended soon to all petroleum products under 
existing presidential authority. 


Nixon's actions and requests for new 


authority were brought on during recent weeks 
by the Middle East war and the Arab nations' 
decision to cut off oil to friends of Israel.

ident Nixon's personal secre- 
tary testified today that parts 
of the subpoenaed Watergate 
tapes are very poor in quality, 
and that it is humanly impos- 
sible to hear every word on 
them. 


Rose Mary Woods, Nixon sec- 


retary for more than two dec- 
ades, said that it took her near- 
ly a month, working off and on, 


Nixon Vows Not Quitting 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon, responding to 
mounting calls for his resigna- 
tion, vows lie has "no intention 
whatever of walking away from 
the job I was elected to do." 


Nixon voiced his determina- 


tion to hold onto his office in "a 
personal note" at the end of a 
television-radio address to the 
nation Wednesday night on 
energy 
problems. 
Speaking 


without notes, he said: 


" ... I would like to give my 


answer to those who have sug- 
gested that I resign. 


"I have no intention whatever 


of walking away from the job I 
was elected to do. As long as I 
am physically able, I am going 
to continue to work 16 to 18 
hours a day for the cause of a 
real peace abroad, and for the 
cause of prosperity without in- 
flation and war at home." 


While talk of possible resig- 


nation or impeachment has 
mounted sharply 
in recent 


days, Nixon seemed to place no 
great urgency on finding a way 
out of his current predicament, 
speaking of it as a long-range 
operation. 


"I am confident that in the 


months ahead," he said, "the 
American people will come to 
realize that I have not violated 
the trust that they placed in me 
when they elected me as Presi- 
dent of the United States in the 
past, and I pledge to you 
tonight that I shall always do 
everything that I can to be wor- 


thy of that trust in the future." 


Since the leadership crisis ex- 


ploded, presidential aides also 
have talked in terms of weeks 
and months, rather than days, 
in discussing Nixon's plans to 
rebut his critics. 


Speaking of Watergate and 


related matters, press secre- 
tary Ronald L. Ziegler said ear- 
lier Wednesday: 


"We are giving consideration 


to a number of steps that the 
President will be taking here in 
the coming weeks and months 
to clarify this matter and to put 
it into perspective."

Miss Woods said she first saw 


one of the controversial tapes 
Sept. 29, 1973, when, at Nixon's 
request, she began the task of 
transcribing them at the Presi- 
dent's mountaintop retreat at 
Camp David, Md. 


"I went up there to try to lis- 


ten—I use that word advise- 
dly—to take down as much as 
possible of the the tapes that 
were subpoenaed," she testified 
as a hearing before U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge John J. Si- 
rica. 


According to previous testi- 


mony, it was Sept. 29 that the 
President expressed awareness 
that recordings of two of the to- 
tal of nine subpoenaed conver- 
sations could not be found. 


Sirica called the hearing to 


air the circumstances surround- 
ing a White House claim that 
the two tapes never existed. 


Miss Woods, wearing a red 


knit dress and a double string 
of pearls, said that transcribing 
the tapes had been a "very dif- 
ficult job," and that despite 
working until 3 a.m. Sunday 
morning, and again all day 
Sunday after arising at 6 a.m., 
she was unable to complete a 
transcript of even one conver- 
sation. 


"The quality is very bad on 


some," she said, "depending on 
the room. There are lots of fun- 
ny things in them." 


Among these oddities, she 


said, "if the President puts his 
feet on the desk, it sounds like 
a bomb. Boom." 


She said a similar sound is 


created on the tape recordings 
if someone sets a coffee cup on 
a table. 


Miss Woods said she returned 


to Washington with the Presi- 
dent on Sunday, Sept. 30 and 
continued working on the tapes 
for almost a month. 


3 NJC Official 
Will Study Cu 


The three vice presidents at 


Navarro Junior College have 
been asked by NJC President 
Dr. Ben Jones to study possible 
cuts in their areas of operation 
for 1974-75 which are needed 
because of decreased income 
through enrollment decline. 


Dr. Jones announced the 


action in a press released issued 
from his office. 


NJC 
officials 
had 
said 


"recently that four teachers, the 
latest ones hired, might not be 
rehired next year because of 
declining enrollment. 


In issuing the press release 


Jones told The Sun that he 
wanted NJC employes to know 
that any trimming of operations 
would be made by cuts in all 
areas. He said there was no way 
cuts could be made equally in 
the three areas of operation — 
academic, 
student, 
and 


financial affairs — because 
there are so many employes in 
the academic area. 


He said "at the very most" he 


expects a drop of 5 or six em- 
ployes next year, possibly the 
four from the faculty already 
mentioned and one or two from 
the staff. 


"FINANCIAL REALITIES of 


enrollment figures necessitate 
that Navarro Junior College 
and other institutions examine 
each and every detail of the 
operation and maintenance of 
the college in 
evaluating 


programs, instruction, and staff 
requirement needs for 1974-75," 
Jones announced. 


"Consequently, 
I 
have, 


therefore, directed the three 
vice presidents involved with 
the total operation and main- 
tenance of Navarro Junior 
College to examine 
their 


respective areas — academic 
affairs, student affairs, and 
financial affairs — to take a 
long, hard look into their areas 
and to evaluate their needs as to 
programs, instruction, and staff 
requirements and to make 
recommendations for fiscal 
1974-75. 


"These three areas cover all 


areas of college operations, and 
each area will share the burden 
of reduced financial support as 
a result of enrollment decline. 


"THE VICE PRESIDENTS 


are studying and involving the 
people of their areas in ways 
and means whereby 
the 


problems which have been 
created may be solved. No 
official recommendations have 
been received, but each area is 
charged to do so as soon as is 
possible in order that any staff 
member whose services are no 
longer needed may be told in 
order that he may be seeking 
employment 
elsewhere. 


Recommendations as far as 
faculty personnel are concerned 
have to be in prior to the March 
meeting of the Board of 
Trustees in order that the 
faculty may be notified prior to 
April 1. Other areas of the 
college have different cutoff 
times for decisions as to per- 
sonnel'' 


Jones said the four faculty 


members mentioned in a story 
two weeks ago as possibly not 
returning have been talked with 


only on an unofficial basis and 
that "many things could happen 
before March" to change the 
picture.

Jones Cites Factors 
In Enrollment Decline 


Navarro 
Junior 
College 


enrollment 
has 
declined 


gradually the last six years 
from a high of 1,225 for the fall 
semester, of 1968-69 to the 
current fall's figure of 967. 


About one fourth of the 


decline—64 students from a 
total decline of 258—occurred 
this year, the 967 this year 
compared with an enrollment of 
1,031 last fall. 


Dr. 
Ben 
Jones, 
NJC 


president, thinks there are four 
reasons-for the decline, and he 
sees two factors which could 
help reverse the trend. 


In a press released issued by 


him, he quoted the National 
Research Bureau saying 3,000 
unfilled spaces were expected 
in U. S. colleges and univer- 
sities last year for five reasons: 


1. A smaller pool of 18-year- 


olds in the U. S. The big crop of 


DR.

babies born after World War n has passed through college. 


2. Reduced pressure from the military draft, which has 


resulted in fewer young men going to college to get educational 
deferments. 


3. The rising cost of a college education, said to be hitting 


hardest at middle income families. 


4. A questioning of the value of a liberal arts education as 


opposed to shorter, less expensive vocational training. 


5. "Stopping out," the newest factor in decreases. Many high 


school graduates are postponing their entrance into college in 
order to travel or get work experience. 


WHICH ONES are applicable at NJC? Dr. Jones lists four, all 


except the rising cost of education. 


He says elimination of the draft is probably the biggest reason 


for a decline here, with the lower birth rate the second factor. 


Stopping the draft "very definitely" influenced enrollment, he 


says. "A lot of boys did come to college to get a draft defer- 
ment—and they did wind up with an education," a situation no 
longer in existence. 


The NJC president says that in the last census, population had 


declined in Limestone, Freestone and Navarro Counties, three 
of the four counties considered NJC's service area. Only in Ellis 
County had population gone up, and the increase wasn't large 
enough to offset the other declines. 


NJC has also been confronted with those uncertain about the 


need of higher education. "They just question it completely," 
Jones says. 


Then there's the dropout problem, or the "stopping out" 


referred to by the National Research Bureau earlier. Some quit, 
taking jobs in industry and business but saying they'll return at 
some tune to college. "I think we'll get some of these back- 
when they reach a certain point beyond which they can't go 
without education," Jones says. 


"ALTHOUGH MANY equate a college's progress by in- 


creased numbers of students enrolled, the quality of a college in 
academics and progressive programs cannot be determined 
solely by looking at high enrollment figures," Jones says. 
"However, student numbers do provide a basis for receiving 
state funds to be utilized in working toward excellence. 


"Throughout the last two decades, colleges and universities 


have projected budgets on the assumption of increasing 
enrollment and provided for program development with the 
expected increased funding. The recent drop in enrollment 
necessitates a change in funding methods and a realignment in 
priorities." 


Jones said that this year state appropriations to NJC had 


dropped over $58,000 because of the decline in enrollment. The 
appropriations used to be based on "fulltime student 
equivalency" and are now based on "contact hours," a system 
based on amount of semester 
hours of work students are 


taking. 


Jones said that the total state appropriations in the two major 


areas, academic and vocational-technical, this year to NJC 
totaled $785,329, compared with $843,676 last year.—a $58,347 
decrease. 


Increased valuations in property valuations and some areas in 


the budget which were "just flat cut" helped offset the loss. 


This year's appropriation in the academic area was $569,468, 


down from $677,760 a year ago. The appropriation for 
vocational-technical studies this year is $215,871, up from 
$165,916 from last year. 


"THE CRITICAL LOSS resulting from the enrollment drop 


lies in the fact that a majority of funds expended comes from 
state sources," Jones said. He said that at NJC 58 per cent of the 
budget for operation and maintenance comes from state funds, 
16 per cent from student tuition and fees, and 17 per cent from 
local ad valorem taxes. The rest comes from miscellaneous 
items like income from interest, gifts and fees from parking 
stickers. 


Jones sees two areas which would help change the declining 


enrollment picture at NJC. 


One is the introduction of new industry here. The other, which 


is related, is the completion of all of Interstate 45 between here 
and the far side of Dallas to freeway or elevated freeway status. 


"We need to work with the Industrial Foundation to try to 


bring new industry into town," Jones said. "With more in- 
dustry, more people would come in, more students would be 
available." 


The related factor is completion of the proposed Interstate 


improvements. He says the last segment to be worked on is in 
progress right now,the Oak Cliff section. 


The highway improvements to and through Dallas can do two 


thwgs for NJC, Jones said. For one, the highway will serve as an 
attractive link to Dallas students disenchanted with 
large, 


metropolitan area colleges who would prefer a community- 
based one like NJC. 


Second, with IH 45 improvements completed, the freeway 


would tend to bring more industry to Corsicana. 
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TV Networks Pursued by Antitrust Suit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice Department is pursuing 
major antitrust suits against 
the three commercial television 
networks despite fears that the 
public may question its mo- 
tives. 


CBS, NBC and ABC lost the 


first round in the 18-month 
battle when a federal judge last 
week denied their motion to 
dismiss or delay the case. The 
order cleared the way for gov- 
ernment attorneys to begin the 
lengthy process of obtaining 
and 
examining 
network 


records. 


The government 
contends 


that the networks have illegally 
monopolized the production of 
TV entertainment 
programs 


and seeks a court order prohib- 
iting the networks from produc- 
ing their own shows. 


The lawsuits do not concern 


television news, public affairs, 
documentaries and sports pro- 
grams. 


The government suits claim 


that the networks have shut off 
competition in the production of 
entertainment 
programs 
by 


producing many 
themselves, 


and by retaining ownership in- 
terests in programs they buy 
from independent producers. 


The FCC has prohibited the 


networks from holding financial 
interests in independently-pro- 
duced programs, but the Jus- 
tice Department wants to go 
further and ban in-house pro- 
duction of entertainment pro- 
grams. 


Questions about the motives 


of the court action were re- 
newed by the disclosure of 
White House memos proposing 
pressure tactics against the 
networks and other news media 
the administration considered 
unfair. 


However, Justice Department 


sources say that President Nix- 


on's well-known antipathy to- 
ward the networks actually de- 
layed the suits. 


The antitrust division had 


been preparing the cases since 
the mid-1950s but two attorneys 
general, William P. Rogers in 
the late 1950s and Nicholas 
DeB. 
Katzenbach in 1964, de- 


cided not to file the suits. 


After Nixon took office, Rich- 


ard W. McLaren was installed 
as assistant attorney general in 
charge of the antitrust division. 
At some point, he recommend- 
ed to then-Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell that the suits be filed. 


Sources said that Mitchell de- 


murred for fear that the action 
"would be seen as an attempt 
to muzzle the press." 


That was at the time that for- 


mer Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew was harshly criticizing 
the news media. 


In the 18 months since the 


suits were filed, the department 
has taken no legal action 
against network news pro- 
gramming and sources say 
none is in the works. 


House Soon To Face 
Social Security Hike 


The United States is criss- 


crossed by 800,000 miles of 
natural gas pipelines, some 
dating from the 19th century. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


House committee is nearing fi- 
nal approval on Social Security 
legislation that would boost 
benefits by 10 per cent in mid- 
1974 and pa^"1!! deductions in 
January. 


The bill is before the Ways 


and Means Committee which, 
Tuesday, approved 13-12 the 
Republican plan to raise the So- 
cial Security benefits and the 
payroll deduction tax base. 


However, final 
approval 


which would have sent the bill 
to the full House was delayed 


until today by Rep. Al Ullman, 
D-Ore. Ullman said he looks for 
a full House vote on the meas- 
ure next week. 


Meanwhile, the House pre- 


pared to vote today on a bill 
that would temporarily raise 
the nation's debt ceiling from 
$465 billion to $478 through June 
30, 1974. Unless Congress acts, 
the ceiling will automatically 
drop to its permanent level of 
$400 billion Nov. 30, at which 
time the national debt is ex- 
pected to be about $467 billion. 


The financing provision of the 


Social Security bill calls for 
hiking to $13,200 on Jan. 1 the 
amount of earnings from which 
Social Security taxes would be 
automatically withheld. The tax 
rate of 5.85 per cent would re- 
main the same. 


Translated, this would mean 


a worker and his boss, each of 
whom paid a maximum of 
$631.80 in Social Security taxes 
this year, would pay $772.20 
each in 1974.

Political Fund Complaint Against Jaworski Rejected 


HOUSTON (AP) - Author- 


ities here have rejected an 
election financing complaint 
filed by a member of a minor 
Texas party against Leon Ja- 
worski, the new Watergate spe- 
cial prosecutor. 


The complaint was filed in a 


mass transit election which de- 
feated Oct. 6 by a vote of near- 
ly three-to-one. 


Jaworski, who assumed his 


special 
prosecutor's 
duties 


Monday, was co-chairman of 
the Community Improvement 
Committee, which backed the 
unsuccessful proposal for estab- 
lishment of the Houston Area 
Rapid 
Transit 
Authority 


(Harta). 


C. Leon Pickett of Houston, 


chairman of the newly-formed 
Texas Independent Party, filed 
the complaint with the Harris 
County Election Committee. 


Pickett 
alleged 
that 
Ja- 


worski's campaign report failed 
to disclose individuals who con- 
tributed $27,508 to his com- 
mittee. 


Sam Robertson, chief assist- 


ant district attorney here, said 
his office received a copy of the 
complaint when Pickett filed it 
with the elections committee. 
Shortly thereafter, Robertson 
said, Texas Atty. Gen. John 
Hill ruled that the elections 
committee had been uncon- 
stitutionally formed. 


"The alleged complaint then 


was studied and the conclusion 


was reached that there was 
nothing alleged that fell under 
the state statute covering cam- 
paign contributions, and I so 
advised Pickett by letter," Rob- 
ertson said. 


Pickett said he wasn't im- 


pressed by Robertson's letter. 
"I suggest Sam needs an attor- 
ney," he said. "I can under- 
stand his problem because the 
statute is complicated." 


"But after I filed my com- 


plaint he (Jaworski) filed a list 
of individuals donations total- 
ling about $28,000," Picket said. 
"A lot of big names were on 
the list, but I contend that they 
contributed directly to the mass 
transit 
authority 
cmapaign. 


What I want is the names of 


the big fish who contributed to 
the permanent fund." 


Pickett said the CIC is acti- 


vated from time to time "to put 
over community development 
projects" and the Jaworski 
claimed the $27,508 came from 
the CIC's permanent fund and 
was not given directly to in- 
fluence the mass transit elec- 
tion. 


Pickett is also challenging 


Tuesday's city election. He 
tried to file as a candidate for 
mayor without paying a filing 
fee or submitting a petition 
containing 500 names, as re- 
quired by city ordinance. 


"The state civil appeals court 


sustained the ruling that kept 
me off the ballot, but I am go- 


ing to court again to invalidate 
the election on grounds that my 
civil rights were violated when 
I was denied the right to have 
my name on the ballot," Pick- 
ett said. 


Pickett said the Texas Inde- 


pendent Party has about 1,700 
members, mostly in the Dallas 
area, and has notified the 
Texas Secretary of State it 


plans to nominate candidates 
next year.

election effort, and in a civil 
suit filed by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 


Bahamian Magistrate Ema- 


nuel Osadebay, who signed the 
arrest warrant after it was 
sworn to by U.S. authorities in 
Nassau last Friday, released 
Vesco on $75,000 cash bond. 
Osadebay confiscated Vesco's 
passport and set the extradition 
hearing for next Tuesday.

legally be sold. The Navarro 
County Commissioners' Court 
confirmed

Mustang's Oct. 30 local option 
election favoring sale of beer 
for off-premises consumption in 
a special session. 


The commissioners can- 


vassed the votes cast in the 
Mustang beer election and 
approved a 29-0 outcome 
favoring sale of beer within the 
corporate limits of the town.

by 


Comm. Arlon Simmons was 
unanimously okayed in a voice 
vote. 


Following the canvassing of 


votes, County Judge Rob Dunn 
said application for beer 
licenses must be filed with the 
Texas Liquor Control Board. He 
said the applications must be 
approved by the board before 
any alcoholic beverages can be 
sold. 


Part of the approval process, 


according to Judge Dunn, is a 
character 
investigation of 


persons applying for a license 
by the Department of Public 
Safety. He noted one reason for 
this investigation is anyone 
convicted of a felony cannot 
hold a license to sell alcoholic 
beverages in Texas. 


Following the investigation, 


Judge Dunn said a public 
hearing concerning the sale of 
beer must be held. This hearing, 
he added, would allow persons 
opposed to the legalization to 
state their objections. These 
objections would then be 
reviewed by the liquor control 
board, according to Judge 
Dunn. 


Judge Dunn said he could not 


accurately predict how long the 
procedures pertaining to ap- 
proval would require. He said 
the investigation and public 
hearing are not governed by 
precise time tables.

The barrels were found Fri- 


day and were from a group of 
400 which fell into the Gulf of 
Mexico following a ship colli- 
sion near the Yucatan Penin- 
sula last August. 


A National Seashore ranger 


found the first barrel eight 
miles south of Malaquite Beach 
near Padre Island, said James 
Arnott, acting director of the 
rangers. 


Arnott said between 300 and 


500 mullet were found dead in 
the immediate area of the bar- 
rel which was leaking. 


Shortly thereafter, a Coast 


Guard helicopter spotted anoth- 
er 25 miles south of Malaquite 
Beach. 


The Coast Guard urged all 


persons to stay away from the 
area where the barrels were 
found. 


Chemists said when the bar- 


rels were first reported missing 
that they could emit deadly 
cyanide gas if the chemicals es- 
caped and came in contact with 
acid conditions in the water. 
The Coast Guard renewed its 


warnings along the Texas, 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Ala- 


bama and Florida coasts to be 
on the lookout for similar bar- 
rels.

There was a clipping in the

It showed 
a picture of Georgia Carroll, a 
Blooming Grove native, who 
had been chosen the year's Red 
Cross Poster Girl for Navarro 
County. As many of you will 
remember, Georgia became a 
very successful singer and 
eventually married Kay Kyser, 
who had one of the finest bands 
of that era.

ENNIS — In its first regular 


session of the month the Ennis 
City Council Monday purchased 
a new motor grader, provided

Shaw specified a 30-day earlier 
delivery. City manager Hayden 
Routh also indicated the City 
has been pleased with the 
performance of its present Allis 
Chalmers machine. 


Ennis Municipal Hospital 


administrator Ron Hudspeth is 
given authority by the council to 
execute the hospital's Medicaid 
contract. 


The council agreed to sign a 


contract with Purdue and 
Associates as the City's tax 
attorney service. 


The council also directed 


Mayor W. D. Murff to sign a 


contract with 
Professional 


Appraisers Company. 


Mayor Murff was designated 


by the council to serve as its 
Metropolitan Area Review and 
Comment (MARC) represen- 
tative. MARC is project of the 
North Central Texas Council of 
Governments. 


Three new IBM typewriters 


are to be purchased for the 
hospital, the council decided, at 
a cost of $1,809. The council also 
voted to purchase new PBX 
switchboard equipment for the 
hospital.

Although the first payment

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Skylab 3 Commander Promises To Be 'Benevolent Dictator' 


New Movie Combines Fact, Fiction To Try To Prove Conspiracy in JFK Assassination 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — After nearly 20 years 
as a Marine officer, Lt. Col. 
Gerald P. Carr gets his first 
command Saturday when Sky- 
lab 3 streaks away from earth 
to start a record space mission. 


Carr, a 41-year-old astronaut, 


will be the man in charge on 
history's longest space flight — 
an 85-day stay aboard Amer- 
ica's space station. 


The spaceman says he has a 


light handed style of command 
and doesn't plan to run a really 
tight ship. 


"I guess I would be called a 


benevolent dictator," said Carr, 
an easy going, relaxed man 
with an infectious grin. "We 
have a free interchange of 
ideas. Neither one of the guys on 
my crew are the least bit 
reluctant to let me know how 
they feel about anything." 


Carr and his crewmates, Dr. 


Edward G. Gibson and William 
R. Pogue, are all space rookies, 
but by the time they return to 
earth they'll be history's most 
expereinced travelers in space. 


As first-timers in orbit, Carr 


said he expects to "make some 
adjustments" and maybe a few 
mistakes. 


"I think it would be awfully 


naive to think we can go up 
there and not expect any prob- 
lems caused by inexperience," 
said Carr. "I think we'll have 
to adjust to certain things that 
we don't understand and don't 
have the experience to under- 
stand right now. But I don't see 
anything major." 


Carr was born in Denver, 


Colo., but moved at an early 


age with his family to Santa 
Ana, Calif., the place he calls 
his home town. His mother, 
Freda L. Carr, still lives there. 


The move, said the astronaut, 


played an important part in the 
selection of his profession. 


Southern California, he re- 


called, was a hot bed of avia- 
tion development when he was 
a boy during World War II. Of- 
ten he saw "some of the crazy 
fighter planes they were devel- 
oping ...fly over my house." 


Carr quickly learned that for 


the investment of a little sweat, 


he could become briefly a part 
of that world of aviation in 
bloom around him. 


"As a boy it was no problem 


at all for a couple of buddies of 
mine and me to hop on our 
bikes and pedal out to Orange 
County Airport and wash air- 
planes for rides," Carr said. 
The youths would work all 
morning for a 20-minute hop in 
a light airplane. 


He joined the Naval Reserve 


in high school and trained as 
an aviation crew chief. The 
next year, he entered the Uni- 


versity of Southern California 
on a Navy scholarship, fully in- 
tending to become a naval 
aviatior. 


As a junior in college, said 


Carr, he became interested in 
"the espirit of the Marine 
Corps, something that has ap- 
pealed to me all my life." 


He took his commission in 


the Marine Corps after gradu- 
ation in 1954 and earned his 
aviator's wings. 
After 
five 


years as a jet fighter pilot in 
the United States and the Ori- 
ent, Carr went back to school 


to earn a masters degree in 
aeronautical engineering from 
Princeton. 


In 1966, he was selected as an 


astronaut. 


Carr served tw. e on techni- 


cal support crews for moon 
missions and also helped to de- 
velop and test the lunar rover 
car astronauts drove on the 
moon. 


The astronaut is married to 


the former Joann Ruth Petrie. 
They met as pupils attending 
Santa Ana High School and 
married after college. 


Carr and his wife have six 


children, including two sets of 
twins. The oldest is Jennifer, 
18, a student at the University 
of Houston, fhe oldest twins, 
Jamee and Jeffrey, are 15. 
John is 11, and Jessica and 
Joshua, the sscond set of twins, 
are 9. 


The "J's" in the children's 


first names were planned. 


"We thought it would be kind 


of nice," said Carr. "Of course, 
when we started this little gim- 
mick, we didn't realize there 
were going to be six of them." 


Mrs. Carr calls her husband 


"very family oriented." 


"Really about all he does 


away from the family is work," 
she said. "His hobbies are real- 
ly what I call puttering." 


In five years of spare time 


"puttering," Carr built a sports 
car and reconditioned a bus 
which the family now uses for 
camping trips. 


The astronaut and his wife 


also are active in their church 
and until recently served as 
sponsors for a high school 
Christian fellowship group. 


IX)S ANGELES (AP) - Is it 


a thoughtful challenge to the 
Warren Report on President 
Kennedy's assassination? Or is 
it simply a make-money gim- 
mick? 


That is the film world's puz- 


zlement over a new film, "Ex- 
ecutive Action," which is billed 
as "probably the most con- 
troversial film of our time." 
Audiences in New York and 
Los Angeles will be able to 
judge for themselves when the 
film opens Wednesday. 


Although it was made on a 


modest budget "Executive Ac- 
tion" is no shoestring film. It 
stars Burt I>ancaster, Robert 
Ryan and Will Geer, and was 


created by three topflight film 
makers — producer Edward 
Lewis, director David Miller 
and writer Dalton Trumbo. The 
cost was held down because all 
worked for minimum salaries 
except Lewis, who was paid 
nothing, 


Lewis told how he became in- 


volved in the project: 


"Donald Sutherland (the ac- 


tor) 
originally developed the 


property with Mark Lane — au- 
thor of 'Rush to Judgment'— 
and Donald Freed over a two- 
year period. Sutherland got 
turned down by every company 
in town, and I bought it from 
him. 


"It seemed to me that this 


story offered a terrific chance 
to put across the idea that we 
need to be reported to on offi- 
cial matters. I feel that we 
have not been told the whole 
truth about the Kennedy assas- 
sination; the officials have only 
handed out self-serving state- 
ments." 


The premise of "Executive 


Action" is that Lee Harvey Os- 
wald could not have pulled off 
the assassination alone, hence 
there was a conspiracy. But the 
film does not attempt to docu- 
ment the conspiracy; it offers a 
fictional hypothesis on how it 
could have happened. 


"The picture is really a 


strange animal, a mixture of 


fact and fiction that has never 
been attempted before," said 
the producer. "The story we 
tell is entirely fictional, but 
many of the characters are 
real-life figures shown in news 
footage, which occupies 30 per 
cent of the picture. 


"The only real-life figures 


who are portrayed by actors 
are Lee Harvey Oswald and 
Jack Ruby." 


Lewis took the story to veter- 


an 
screen 
writer 
Dalton 


Trumbo, who had written such 
films as "Spartacus" for the 
producer. Trumbo's original re- 
action was negative. 


"I don't think history pro- 


ceeds through conspiracy," he 
said. 


Lewis gave the writer a 


small library of books on the 
Kennedy 
assassination 
and 


showed him the 8mm home 
movie taken when the shots hit 
the Dallas motorcade. "That 
convinced me utterly that the 
shots came from two direc- 
tions," said Trumbo. 


Trumbo conceived the idea of 


combining news reels with a 
fictional story. Its thesis: that 
powerful men in the industrial- 
defense establishment planned 
and carried out the assassina- 
tion because of their opposition 
to such Kennedy policies as the 
test-ban treaty, removal of 


troops from Southeast Asia, 
cutting the oil depletion allow- 
ance, etc. 


Predictably, Lewis ran into a 


roadblock in his attempts to fi- 
nance the film. He finally en- 
listed a private investor who 
had never before backed a 
movie. Lewis himself took the 
heavy risk of guaranteeing the 
film's completion. 


Burt Lancaster 
liked the 


script but told Lewis, "I won't 
do the picture unless I'm con- 
vinced that the plot could have 
happened." 
After 
several 


months of thinking about it, he 
said, "I'm convinced." 


Trumbo added: "I think the 


investigation of the assassina- 


tion should be reopened. I have 
read 16 of 17 books that support 
such a notion, and they were 


written by thoughtful men, not 
hysterical men. If books can do 
it, why not a motion picture?"

clash in the Golan Heights. 
Egypt's official Middle East 
News Agency described the sit- 
uation along the Suez Canal 
front as "tense and explosive" 
but cited no incidents. 


A Syrian army communique 


said an Israeli attempt to ad- 
vance over the cease-fire line 
was beaten back and "our artil- 
lery silenced sources of enemy 
fire."

Tuesday 
Syria 


claimed Israeli planes had fired 
rockets at its advance posi- 
tions. Neither incident was con- 
firmed by the Israelis. 


Kissinger told newsmen in 


Cairo his first talks with Sadat 
had been "very constructive." 


Sadat, wearing a khaki uni- 


form, smiled amiably as he and 
Kissinger answered a few ques- 
tions and posed for photogra- 
phers. He said their three-hour 
talk was the only one they 
would have during Kissinger's

the Tahira Palace, in suburban 
Heliopolis, then settled down to 
talk privately in a third-floor li- 
brary. 


U.S. officials said Kissinger, 


in his conversations in Wash- 
ington last week with Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fah- 
my, detected willingness to use 
the "good offices" of the United 
States to smooth out cease-fire 
problems and to approach 
peace talks. 


Sadat has vowed publicly he 


will not bargain with the Jew- 
ish state. Kissinger, hoping to 
act as a catalyst, intends to 
find out whether the Egyptian 
leader really is adamant. 


The principal immediate is- 


sues for discussion are Israel's 
demands for a prisoner ex- 
change and the lifting of the

Government Said 
Oil Shortage Cause 


HOUSTON (AP) - Gov. Ed- 


win Edwards of Louisiana said 
here Tuesday night the current 
energy shortage can be laid 
squarely at the feet of the fed- 
eral government. 


"There is no doubt about it," 


the governor told a Houston 
Chamber of Commerce dinner 
here. "We do have an energy 
crisis and it is not the con- 
spiracy of any oil company or 
international oil combine. 


"The United States govern- 


ment is largely responsible be- 
cause of its action in the past 
30 years and also its inaction 
it 
Edwards said since 1956 the 


Federal Power commission has 
held U.S. natural gas prices so 
far down further exploration 
was discouraged. 


"For two decades there was 


an adequate supply of gas, but 
at one-half the price of all other 
fuels. Look where it has gotten 
us," Edwards said. 


In 1956, he said, 16,000 oil and 


gas wells were drilled in the 
United States, but in 1972 drill- 
ing starts had dropped to 7,500. 


In 1972, he said, the price of 


oil and gas to the consumer 
was 28 per cent less than in 
1965, despite increases in both 
labor and the cost of produc- 
tion. 


Edwards also criticized per- 


sons who live on the eastern 
seaboard of the United States 
for using natural gas and oil 
from the southern states for 
years, but now refuse to let oil- 
men drill off their coastline. 


Edwards said 48 different 


federal agencies have their fin- 
gers in the U.S. energy picture. 
Congress should take imme- 
diate steps to place all energy 
policy in one agency, and that 
agency should have the power 
to overrule environmentalists 
and the cost of living council to 
make sure of adequate energy 
supplies, he added.
